RAIN, INSECTS FIGHT FOR CROPS 


W h ile 
the rains of 
the past few I 
weeks have meant the saving of much 
of the crops, they have not affected 
jx*rceptibly (he insect* that have Iwen 
infesting the Helds in Adam* county, j 


“ I do not recall a Spring when the 
Bisect pests were so numerous as this 
year, “ said State Re.mom ic Zoologist 
Surface. 
“ As a result many 
of the 
crops w ill la* 
affected seriously, 
In 
the parts of the state I 
have visited, 
and particularly throughout this part 
of the state, the indie-atmos 
point to 
the fact that there w ill not 
tie more 
than a fourth of a crop of wheat. I can 
go to some Helds where the crop w ill 
tie only one tenth of w hat it ought to 
tie 
This failure w ill Imi due mostly 
Hi the Hessian Hy which is very num­ 
erous this year. 
There is 
uis i some 
smut which has killed wheat, but the 
Hy bas done the u n it damage. 


“ The corn root web worm has also 
tieen a serious problem for the farmers. 
This worm tunnels through the 
corn 
stalks and cut* the stalk Mi that it soon 
withers. 
Some of the farmers of this 
section have tx-en forced to plant corn 
twice, owing to 
this 
worm. 
Others 
have delayed planting their corn un 
til late so that the worm 
might 
Im) 
avoided. 
The 
second 
cr ip of corn 
owing to the frequent rains has almost 
caught up to the Hrst crop. 
The tiest 
known method of avoiding the corn 
root web worm 
is for the farmers to 
plow their Helds they intend planting 
with corn in the F a ll and 
harrowing 
it in 
the 
Spring 
before planting 
The worm is a grass worm arui where 
grass Helds are plowed up the worm 
transfers its activities from 
the grass 
to the corn stalks 


“ The cut wuriu is also very plenti 
ful aud attacks all forms 
of 
vegeta 
hies cutting off the stalk* ut the snr- 
ace of the ground. 
The liest way of 
ridding garden*, that are fenced off 
from the chickens of the cut worm is 
to sprinkle ulxjut poisoned bran mash. 
mixing the bran with paris green and 
a little sweetened water. 
The su g a r 
attracts them 
and
